Auburn’s School Of Pharmac 


AUBURN HAS FILLED exactly 1,000 
prescriptions for pharmacy degrees. 

The one-thousandth graduate, John- 
ny Lee Wiggins of Ranburne, was one 
of 11 persons who received bachelor of 
Science degrees in pharmacy.from Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute on March 
15, 1956. 

Johnny is the product of a School of 
which holds a Class “A” 
rating from the American Council on 
Pharmaceutical Education. 

Like the 250 students who are now 
enrolied in pharmacy, Johnny receiv- 
ed his professional training in Emer- 
son R. Miller Hall at Auburn. This 
$350,000 building which houses tHe 
Auburn pharmacy school was com- 
pleted and occupied in May, 1952. 
_The two-story. structure provides 
modern classrooms, well-equipped 
laboratories, office space for faculty 
members and a library. 


The building has been described as 
“one » best planned for pharmacy 
éducation in the United States.” It is

Professional training 


WHILE CONSIDERING pharmacy as a 
career, rospective students usually 
meet their dean for the first time. He 
is Lynn Stanford Blake, the man who 
has di ted Auburn’s program in phar- 


macy for 43 years. Under his guidance 


778 graduate pharmacists have received 
degrees. 

When the curriculum was separated 
from the School of Chemistry in 1941 
and the new School of Pharmacy creat- 
ed at API, L. S. Blake was named dean. 

Dean Blake’s discussions with new 

Students underscore the fact that 

pharmacy is a profession. He points 


out that only college graduates may 
Practice pharmacy. “We base our 
training on the broad proposition that 
Pharmacy is a health profession,” he 
explains. 


In addition to English and mathe- 
matics, courses in the natural sciences 
are required during freshmen and sopho- 
more yea Pharmaceutical Latin and 
arithmetic provide the tools which stu- 
dents will use in later professional phar- 
macy courses. 

Students get their first pharmacy 


laboratory experiences at the end of 


their freshman year in operative phar- 
macy. The five-hour course involves 
six hours of laboratory work and three 
lecture hours each week. Here, for the 
first time, students realize the import- 
ance of accuracy in the preparation of 
various pharmaceuticals. 


Field trips 


“THE PHARMACIST must be master of 
the techniques which make for rapid 
and skillful execution of frequently per- 
formed operations,” Dean Blake -ex- 
plained. “These techniques and skills 


are the tools of the profession; they en-

ately for a large number of people in 
thé minimum of time.” 

Up-to-date laboratories and a strong 
pharmacy faculty combine in training 
future pharmacists. Students learn all 
facets of drugs — from their chemical 
structures and properties in pharma- 
ceutical chemistry to compounding pre- 
scriptions in dispensing pharmacy lab- 
oratories. 

Pharmacology is the study of the ef- 
fects drugs may have on animals and 
man. Pharmacognosy deals with “crude 
drugs,” their distribution, characteristics, 
preparation for commercial use, and 
history. 

In addition to actual laboratory ex- 
perience, upperclassmen take a number 
of field trips. They visit drug stores, hos- 
pital pharmacies, wholesale houses and 
manufacturing plants. 


First graduate 


THE 1956 training is in marked con- 
trast to that provided for Auburn’s 
first pharmacy student, He was Solo- 
mon L. Coleman, who held a bachelor 
of science degree from Auburn (then 
Alabama A. & M. College) before he 
began studying pharmacy in 1895. He 
was awarded the Ph. C. degree in 1896. 
Later he received an M. D- degree from 
Tulane University. 

Dr. Coleman took his pharmacy train- 
ing from’ Emerson R. Miller, who came 


‘to Auburn in 1895 from the University 


of Michigan. Earlier some special work 
had been offered by A. & M., but it did 
not prepare practicing pharmacists. 
Pharmacy became the fifth course 
of instruction offered at Auburn. The 
course for a B, S. degree required 
four years. A post-graduate curricu- 
lum—that taken by Dr. Coleman— 
led ,to the degree of pharmaceutical 
chemist. Later Auburn added a two- 
year curriculum, awarding certificates 
as graduate pharmacists to persons 
completing the training. A three-year 
course was later offered, leading to

Dr. Miller headed the pharmacy pro- 
gram until 1913. When he resigned, the 
API administration employed Dean 
Blake. A native of Michigan, he had 
earned B. S., Ph. C. and M. S. degrees 
from the University of Michigan. 


Many homes 


THE DEPARTMENT 6f pharmacy has 
been moved a numberof times during 
its 61-year history, It was first housed 
in the old Chemical Building. In 1897, 
pharmacy moved to the second floor of 
a new annex to the Chemical Building 
(now housing Army. and Air Force 
ROTC headquarters.) Before pharmacy 
was relocated in Ross Chemical Labora- 
tory in 1930, it occupied the entire an- 
nex building. 

Ross provided four laboratories, class- 
rooms and adequate office space in the 
1930s. When pharmacy became a sepa- 
rate school, the idea of a pharmacy 
building began to take shape.- Following 
World War II, enrollment rose to an 
all-time high of 329 students. Tempor- 
ary quarters in the “L” building and 
T-4 were needed as additional labora- 
tories. 

Professor George Hargreaves, who is 
completing his 30th. year on the API 
pharmacy faculty this spring, recalls 
some of the special problems arising in 
T-4. 

“Every time someone came into the 
building, the balances in pharmaceu- 
tical chemistry would begin vibrating

Faculty members 


THE PHARMACY faculty has grown to 
six full-time members. 

Dean Blake teaches courses in drug 
store administration. This helps the stu- 
dent combine business ability with his 
specialized field of handling drugs. 
About 90 per cent of the graduates will 
enter retail drug stores after graduation. 

He pointed out that Alabama (as 
most of the other states) requires grad- 
uation from an accredited pharmacy 
school plus at least one year of practical 
experience before candidates are eligi- 
ble for regiStration. At that time, the 
State board administers tests to the ap- 
plicants. 

Professor Hargreaves serves as Au- 
burn’s golf coach, in addition to di- 
recting the pharmaceutical chemical 
training. He also serves as associate 
toxicologist for the State of Alabama. 
Dr. George M. Hocking, professor of 

pharmacognosy, is current chairman of 
the National Formulary standing com- 
mittee on pharmacognosy. In addition 
to research and writing for this com- 
mittee, Dr, Hocking is a frequent con- 
tributor to national professional journ- 
als. 

After more than 10 years’ research 
_and study, Dr. Hocking has completed 
a “Dictionary of Pharmacognosy and 
Economic Botany.’ This book, the 
only one of its kind, was published in 
1955. 

Dr. Hocking has served as an adviser 
for the United Nations’ Food and Ag- 
ricultural. Organization on . medicinal 
plants in Pakistan. 

Dr. Byron B. Williams, Jr., associate 
professor of pharmacology, joined the 
API faculty in 1951. Dr. Williams is 


currently engaged in a research problem ° 


involving the effectiveness of tissue 
enzymes in reducing renal toxicity of 
sulfonamides. 

Joe M: Rash received his bachelor of 
science degree from Auburn in 1941, 
the year pharmacy became a separate 
school. He also holds a master’s degree 
in pharmacy from Auburn. Before join- 
ing the API faculty as an associate pro- 
fessor of pharmacy, Mr. Rash worked 
with the Alabama State Department of 
Toxicology as assistant state toxicologist. 
He has also had experience in a retail 
pharmacy,

fessor of pharmacy. He joined the Au- 
burn faculty in 1954, after doctoral 
study at the University of Wisconsin. 
Mr. Franke is adviser to two student 
organizations, the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association branch and Kappa 
Epsilon, honorary for women in phar- 
macy.

First to receive a»master’s degree under 
this expanded program was Frank 
Glenn Marsh, ’50, in August, 1955.° 

Dean Blake explained that Auburn is 
encouraging students to continue pro- 
fessional study after graduation. 
Five-year course 
THE AMERICAN COUNCIL on Phar- 
macuetical Education took action in 
1954 to require a minimum five-year 
course for pharmacists, beginning in the 
fall quarter of 1960. 

This step was taken to allow the ine 
troduction of more courses in the hu- 
manities and social sciences, providing 
pharmacists with more rounded educa- 
tional and professional training, Dean 
Blake said. 

The Auburn School of Pharmacy is 
now studying various plans for the 
five-year course. “We will probably 
adopt a curriculum providing for two 
years of pre-pharmacy training and 


three years of pharmacy,” Dean Blake 
stated. 

“We believe that under such a proe 
gram our enrollment will continue to 
increase. Our pharmacists will be bet- 
ter able to take their places as real 
community leaders, serving the tate 
and nation,” the dean said.
